way of horary queſtions. Of this way of aſtrologizing ( 
muſt confeſ;) I am not ſo well ſkilled, nor am J, of the 

truth and worth of it, half ſo confident as of the other 
way by the birth of perſons or things; yet ſo much have} | 
tried and practiſed, that J do believe it to be a lawful, 
true, and beneficial ftudy, although I am ſtill ſeeking 
more and farther into the reaſon of its truth, in order to 
attain a ſatisfaction beyond what J have yet gotten, But 
in order that | may be the better underſtood, when I go 
about to juſtify this way of aſtrologizing, who they are, 
and what practiſes they are which J undertake to juſtify, 1 
would have the reader to know, that all men who profeſs 
' aſtrology, are not aſtrologers in good earneſt, but that 
there are many pretenders to this art who underſtand it 
not, or not ſufficiently at leaſt as they pretend, or elſe if 
they do underſtand it, yet, under colour of aſtrology, do 
prad ice other diabolical arts of magic or ſorcery, which | 
are quite different things, and of no kin to aſtrology. 
There are, who go under the name of aſtrologers, many) 
pretenders ſo very ignorant that they underſtand nothing 
of arithmetic or attronomy, and yet are able to anſwer 
queſtions by way of prognoftication, ſo ſtrangely quick 
and readilv, and yet falling out ſo punctually right, and 
truly agreeing to the purpoſe, even unto admiration.“ 
Now this is a ſort of aſtrologizing beyond my reading or 
experience. Ard be it fo, that ſuch a ſkill may be com- 
paſſed, and that lawfully, without either fleathy cheat, | 
or diabolical inſpiration in it, I am utterly a ſtranger to 
fit; and much may be, 1 confeſs, beyond my-ſkill, but

It is very certain that ſorhe men are naturally conſti- 
tuted of ſuch a kind of divining fancy, that by a kind 
ſof luck, more than out of any real ſkill, tney are able 
to foretell, and tell of many things ſtrangely true. And,

The firſt is a Solar Eclipſe, and happens on Sunday,

The ſecond is a totàl Eclipſe of the Moon, and is viſible 
(in part) to us in Great Britain. It falls on Trinity Sun- 
day, the zoth day of May. It will begin (under the Me. 
ridian of London) at 2 min. paſt 3 o'clock in the morning, 
and the Moon ſeis about 7 min. before 4, with near three 
parts of her diſk ſhaded to the right hand. The Moon 
will be more or leſs eclipſed at ſetting, according as places

Thoſe who have wrote for my opinion of genethlical aſtrology, will 
be pleaſed to accept of the following reply : | : 

In early ages men of ſuperior talents were happily employed in ob- 
ſerving the order of nature, and in diſcovering truths uſeful to themſelves 
and others : By flow degrees and repeated obſervations, the general 
laws of the natural world were inveſtigated, the ſciences were formed, 
and man was improved from a ſtate of brutal ignorance, into that of a 
ſocial and intelligent being. Whoever reads even the imperfe hiſtories 
that are come down to us of the firft diſcoveries and progreſs of the 


ſciences z whoever conſiders with what repeated trials, patient exertions, 


and long-continued obſervations they have been gradually advanced to their 
preſent perfection, will not fail to catch ſomething of enthuſiaſtic admi- 
ration for thoſe tranfcendent geniuſes who have illuminated the dark ages 
of the world; and when they look upon a watch, an almanack, a geo- 


graphical map, era chronological table, will conſider theſe inſtruments of 


ſcience are the reſult of the accumulated obſervations of the greateſt 
men in every age of the world. Theſe reflections are particularly appli- 
cable to aſtrology, the ſtudy of which is very antient, and the progreſs 
of which has been extremely flow : Conſidered as a ſcience, it has been 
ſubject to great difficulties, and may further employ the conſideration of 
philoſophers, yet it's general principles have been long ſufficiently aſcer - 
tained to render it an entertaining ſtudy, and a uſeful light. The inge- 
nuity and induſtry of aſtrologers in the laft age, produced a multitude of 
volumes upon this ſubject; but the practical part of the ſcience may be 
brought into a ſmaller compaſs, and exhibited with great perſpicuity in 
aphoriſms for a common uſe. The following may be conſulted by the 
diſcreet ſtudent with adyantage: I. Equinoctial or Tropical ſigns 
aſcending, render the native addicted to publick and political affairs; 
lovers of fame; active in bufineſs, and inclinable to the ſtudy of many 
ingenious arts and profeſſions.— II. A planet poſſeſſing the fign ab. 
cending, or intercepted therein, ſhall be the principal fignificator of the 
temper or manners of the native.— III. Obſerve what planet hath moſt 
dignities in the fign aſcending, for he ſhall participate in the ſignification 
of manners, with the planet or planets in the aſcendant.—IV. When 
Mercury is underneath the earth, the native is inclinable to arts and 
ſciences z when poſited above the earth, he is more propenſe to oratory ; 
when in aſpect with the Moon from Jp, 8, or S, he inclines the 
native to the knowledge of divination, or fore-telling things to come. 
V. The fixed Stars are alſo to be conſidered in forming a judgment of 
the manners and diſpoſition of the native, for they augment or decreaſe 
them for evil or good according to their nature. VI. If the native's fig- 
nificator of manners be with Spica M, he will be of an affable, humane 
and quiet temper ; diligent in ſtudy, and active in his concerns..-VII, 
When the Sun and Moon are with eminent fixed Stars, or with fortu- 
nate planets, and Jupiter or Venus near the cuſp of the ſecond houſe, 
the native ſhall thrive, and his proſperity come ſeveralways, according to 
the Ggnification of thoſe planets.
